A flower fringed grass walk is al¬ 
ways a pleasant feature, but such a 
walk must be laid with care. Unlike 
gravel walks, which should have a con¬ 
cave surface, grass walks and steps 
must tie level, and this means perfect 
drainage—a most important item, for 
if badly drained a walk of this kind 
would be a source of inconvenience aft¬ 
er heavy rains. On sloping ground ter¬ 
races are necessary. They require the 
same care that one would devote to a 
well kept lawn, but no more, once the 
effect is secured. 

There are few steps of this kind in 
America, but they abound in English 
gardens. There is no reason why they 
would not remain green throughout 
the entire year In some sections of this 
country, and they can be easily substi¬ 
tuted for the unsightly stone steps or 
ragged dirt steps which are common.

Many practical and enterprising 
farmers who are blessed with streams 
on the home grounds that can be har¬ 
nessed for the development of power 
are experimenting with homemade 
electricity with very satisfactory re¬ 
sults. By damming up the stream for 
satisfactory water power an inexpen¬ 
sive electrical plant may be thorough¬ 
ly practical wherever there Is a stream 
of water of sutHcient size and fall to 
turn a water wheel. One of the most 
interesting features in establishing 
this form of home illumination is the 
fact that the turbine used to furnish 
light will also provide power to run 
various sorts of farm machinery, in¬ 
cluding the feed mills, the wood saws, 
corn shellers, etc. 

The subject of providing inexpensive 
and picturesque lanterns for yards 
and stables, however, need not depend 
upon the installation of extensive 
plants, or even the simplest of appara¬ 
tus for homemade gas and electricity. 
The cheapest form of steady burning 
kerosene lamp, set within a lantern of

We would 
not advise applying It in any form to 
soli for lawn purposes. Better far to 
use it on the grass when it shows need 
of food. It is very beneficial to Ken¬ 
tucky blue grass.

COST OFSTOPPING 
AND STARTING TRAINS 

Perhaps it has never occurred to the 
casual traveler that it actually costs a 
railroad company money to start and 
stop its trains; so much that the 
Southern Pacific Company has had 
the problem investigated with a view 
to getting exact figures.

THE COUNTY BOARD 
OE SUPERVISORS 

The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session in Redwood City 
last Monday. 

State aid was recommended for the 
following half orphans: 

Asunta Belloni, South San Francis¬ 
co, four children. 

Alethia Davis, San Bruno, four 
children. 

Auditor Underhill was authorized 
to employ an extra clerk for twelve 
days at $2.50 per day to prepare a re¬ 
port for the state controller. 

Three hundred dbllars were appro¬ 
priated for the purpose of paying a 
part of the cost of making a survey of 
thestateroad from Santa Clara county 
into Redwood Bark. 

A petition signed by E. A. Rohm 
and other citizens of San Bruno was 
read, asking that Sylvan avenue be 
opened across the railroad into Belle 
Air Park, the purpose being to afford 
that section greater protection from 
lire and to shorten the distance be¬ 
tween the two places for the conven¬ 
ience of the citizens and school child¬ 
ren. 

The petition was accepted and refer¬ 
red to district attorney. 

A communication was received 
from the State Railroad Commission 
informing the board that applications 
for similiar crossings at San Bruno 
were under consideration by that i 
body. 

A communication was received 
from the State Highway Commission 
acknowledging the receipt of an ordi¬ 
nance passed by the board of trustees 
of Daly City turning over to liie coun¬ 
ty by that municipality the streets 
through Daly City for the state high¬ 
way. 

Attorney James T. O’Keefe, repre¬ 
senting residents of San Bruno, pre¬ 
sented a petition for the incorporation | 
of that place signed by Fred C. Allen j 
and over one hundred others. 

D. J. Lynch, F. C. Russell and A. 
A. LoReaux of San Rruno were sworn 
and testified that the petition had 
been circulated by them and that all of 
the signatures were genuine. 

A lengthy petition signed by resi¬ 
dents of the Millbrae school district 
was presented protesting against any 
part of that district being included in 
the proposed incorporation of San 
Bruno. 

The matter was postponed until the 
first meeting in August and in the 
meantime Mr. O’Keefe is to prepare a 
map of the proposed incorporation. 

A resolution was adopted temporari¬ 
ly transferring $2600 from the first 
road district to the fifth road district. 

The assessment rolls of the county 
showing valuation of $30,504,715 were 
presented by Assessor Hayward and 
adopted, and the rule of giving three 
days’ notice before raising or lowering 
assessments was adopted. 

The clerk was directed to publish 
notice to taxpayers that the board 
would meet us a board of equalization 
from July 14th to 21st, inclusive, to 
equalize assessments.

Williamsport, Pa., clergymen now 
refuse to marry couples failing to pre¬ 
sent health certificates 

The meat-packing establishments 

throughout the country are to he sub¬ 
jected to searching inspections by ex¬ 
perts selected by the Secretary of Ag¬ 
riculture from outside the Govern¬ 
ment service. This step follows criti¬ 
cism of Federal meat inspection from 
various sources, and Secretary Hous- j 
ton announced that its object was to 
Increase the efficiency of the service 
and to foster public confidence. 

Hindoos arriving in Seattle from 
the American port of Manila have j 
hitherto been admitted freely, but of 
the 201 who came on the last trip of 
the Minnesota, only 116 have been ■ 
permitted to land, and 85 are held in 
the detention station awaiting further 
examinations. There has been a tight¬ 
ening of the requirements. Hindoos 
are British subjects, and of the Aryan 
race, and are subject only to such reg¬ 
ulations as confront European immi¬ 
grants. 

Deprivation of cigarettes is the 
“third degree” being inflicted on Pano 
Noum, arrested in connection with the 
murder in Chicago of Mrs. Florence 


Woodruff. Noum has refused to talk 
and the police took his cigarettes away 
from him and refused to allow him to 
buy any more. The man raged for a 
time and then subsided into absolute 
silence. He is a Macedonian, and 
smoked continually until the police hit j 
upon the idea of depriving him of his j 
tobacco. 


Four thousand baskets of cherries 
shipped to New York from Wenat ! 
chee, Wash., were seized by the Com 
missioner of Weights and Measures 
who charged that they were short a 
quart by more than nine cubic centi j 
meters each. The discovery was made j 
when one of the baskets was exposed \ 
for sale after a hole had been eaten : 
in the false bottom by a mouse. This 
is the first time in three years that I 
false bottom cherry boxes have been j 
sent to New York by western ship j 
pers. 


Exercising the right of franchise foi 
the first time in Illinois, women voted 
for municipal officers in Wamac, neai 
Centralia, and on bond issues in two 
other cities, Libertyville and North 
Chicago. A president of the village 
board and six Trustees were elected 
at Wamas. Mrs. Q. W. Colemand was 
the first voter at the polls.

WOMEN BURN A 
COUNTRY MANSION 

Arson Squad Causes Loss of 
$100,008 by Incendiary Fire 

An “arson squad” of militant suffra 
gettes burned down the country resi 
dence of Sir William H. Lever, foun 
der of Port Sunlight and chairman of 
the Liverpool School of Tropical Med¬ 
icine. The mansion is located at Riv- 
ington, near Horwich, Lancashire. It 
was not occupied, hut contained val¬ 
uable paintings. The damage to Sii 
William H. Lever’s residence amount¬ 
ed to more than $100,000. 

Miss Sylvia Pankhurst was found 
guilty of inciting people to commit 
disorders on June 29th, when she led 
a mob to Downing street to raid the 
official residences of the Premier and 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. She 
was ordered by the magistrate to find 
sureties in $12,000 for good behavioi 
for a year, or as an alternative go to 
prison for three months. Miss Pank¬ 
hurst refused to find bonds and elect¬ 
ed to go to Holloway jail, declaring 
that, she would at once start a hunger 
strike and also go without water. 


Under the'new’rules all the rubbish is 
to he put out by householders for col- 
lectio in closed bins, only to be 
opened , by the dustmen, who work 
around midnight.

A petition of the “syndicate 
of Working Ragpickers of Both Sexes 
in Seine Department” against the en¬ 
forcement of the new law is being 
distributed broadcast for signatures, 
but the appeal is meeting with little 
response from the public, which is con¬ 
vinced that the health of the city with 
its 3,000,000 persons is the more im¬ 
portant consideration. 

The first great camp school of in¬ 
struction for tile mobile forces of the 
National Guard of California is fast 
assuming shape at Santa Cruz. Tr im 
are arriving from all parts of the State 
crowded with officers and men. The 
militia field hospital of Los Angelo 
under Major Decker and (lie militia 
ambulance company of Napa under 
Captain Bulson have gone into camp 
with the regular outfit for instruclAYii. 
Brigadier-General E. A. Forbes, the 
Adjutant-General of California, is in 
command of the camp, and Major W. 
S. Graves of the Twentieth Infantry, 
from Fort Douglass, Utah, is in gen¬ 
eral charge of (lie instruction. It is 
estimated that there will he 1000 offi¬ 
cers and non-commissioned office s, 
both regular and militia, in tile camp, 
all the details of which have been 
carefully planned by the government 
and militia departments. It is thought 
that this will tie one of the most usenl 
and instructive camps ever held i i 
California,

An Ordinance Directing and Provid 
ing for the Incurring of Bonded In¬ 
debtedness of the City of South San 
Francisco, a Municipal Corpora¬ 
tion in the County of San Mateo, 
State of California, in the Sum of 
Sixty-two Thousand Dollars ($ 62 ,- 
000 . 00 ) Gold Coin of the United 
States of America, to Pay the Cost 
of Certain Public Municipal Im¬ 
provements in and for Said City of 
South San Francisco, Authorized at 
the Special Election Held in Said 
City on the 13 th Day of May, 1913 , 
and Providing for the Issuance of 
Bonds Evidencing Such Indebted¬ 
ness, Specifying the Form of Said 
Bonds, Providing for a Tax Levy 
for the Payment Thereof, and Cre 
ating a Municipal Improvement 
Sewer Bond Fund. 


Whereas, the City of South San Francisco 
is a municipal corporation incorporated under 
the laws of the State of California, and the 
legislative branch of said City of South San 
Francisco is designated as the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of South San Francisco, and 
consists of five (5; members, and the Presi¬ 
dent of said Board of Trustees is the chief 
executive of said municipality, and, 

Whereas, the legislative branch of said City 
of South San Francisco, a municipal corpora 
tion within the County of San Mateo, State 
of California, to-wit, the Board of Trustees of 
said City, dio on the 24th day of March, 1913, 
by an affirmative yote of more than two-thirds 
(2-3) of all its members, to-wit, the five (*5) 
members of the said legislative branch, determine 
in due and proper form, by resolution, that 
the public interest and necessity demand the 
acquisition, construction and completion, by 
said City of South San Francisco, of certain 
municipal improvements, to-wit, a system of 
sewers for said City of South San Francisco, 
including an outfall sewer and the acquisi¬ 
tion of the necessary rights or way for said 
outfall sewer; and that the cost of said mu¬ 
nicipal improvements would be too great to be 
paid out of the ordinary annual income and 
revenue of said City of South San Francisco, 
and would, in addition to the other expendi¬ 
tures of saiil City of South San Francisco ex¬ 
ceed the income and revenue provided for in 
any one year; and, 

Whereas, the executive, the President of 
the Board of Trustees of said City of South 
San Francisco, County of San Mateo, State 
of California, did on the 24th day of March, 
1913, duly and regularly approve‘such action 
of said legislative branch, and. 

Whereas, the cost of such public municipal 
improvements was determined to be Sixty- 
two Thousand Dollars ($62,000,001 and, 

Whereas, the indebtedness to be incurred to 
pay the cost of said municipal improvements 
will be too great to be paid out of the ordinary 
annual income and revenue of said City of 
South San F'rancisco, and will in addition to 
the other expenditures of sajd City of South 
San Francisco, exceed the income and reve¬ 
nue provided for in any one year; and, 

Whereas, the total assessed value of all the 
real and personal property within said City of 
South San Francisco is the sum of $1,394,- 
253.00, and 

Whereas, said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco has incurred no indebtedness heretofore 
for public improvements, and 

Whereas, the indebtedness herein proposed 
to be incurred for said municipal improve¬ 
ments shall not in the aggregate exceed fifteen 
per cent of the assessed value of all the real 
and personal property in said City of South 
San F’rancisco, and 

Whereas, on the 21st day of April, 1913, the 
said legislative branch of said City of South 
San F'rancisco, did duly and regularly pass 
and adopt by a vote of more than two-thirds of 
all the members thereof, to-wit, four of the 
members of said legislative branch, an ordin¬ 
ance numbered 67 calling a special election in 
said City of South San Francisco for the pur¬ 
pose of submitting and submitting to the qual¬ 
ified voters of the City of South Sail Fran¬ 
cisco, a municipal corporation, the following 
proposition for incurring a bonded indebted¬ 
ness by said City of South San Francisco, 
to-wit. 

The proposition to incur a bonded indebted¬ 
ness of Sixtv-two Thousand Dollars ($62,- 
000.00) in Gold Coin of the United States of 
America, for the object and purpose of acquir¬ 
ing, constructing and completing by the said 
City of South Sail F'rancisco, a municipal cor¬ 
poration, a system of sewers, including an out¬ 
fall sewer and the acquisition of the necessary 
rights of way for said outfall sewer, as is 
more particularly set forth in the plans and 
specifications adopted by the Board of Tins 
tees of the City of South San F'rancisco by 
resolution duly passed and adopted on the 
24th day of March, 1913. to which plans and 
specifications reference is hereby made, and 

Whereas, said ordinance numbered No. 67 
was duly and regularly introduced at an ad¬ 
journed regular meeting of said Board of Trus¬ 
tees on the 14th day of April, 1913, and is 
hereby expressly referred to; and 

Whereas, said ordinance numbered No. 67 
was thereafter, to-wit, on the 21st day of April, 
1913, at a regular meeting of said Board of 
Trustees, duly passed and adopted by an af¬ 
firmative vote of more than two-thirds (,2-3) of 
all the members thereof, to-wit, four of the 
members of said Board of Trustees of said 
City of South San F'rancisco; and 

Whereas, said ordinance numbered No. 67 
ivas thereafter 011 said 21st day of April, 1913, 
signed and approved by the executive of said 
City of South San Francisco, to-wit, the Pres¬ 
ident of said Board of Trustees of said City 
of South San Francisco, and said ordinance 
was thereafter duly published in all respects 
as required by law and by the terms of said 
ordinance; and, 

Whereas, on Tuesday, the 13th day of May, 
1913, said special election as called and speci¬ 
fied in said ordinance numbered No. 67 was 
duly and regularly held and conducted in all 
respects as required by- law and by said or¬ 
dinance; and 

Whereas, at said election, the said proposi¬ 
tion for incurring a bonded indebtedness and 
the issuing of bonds therefor for said proposi¬ 
tion as specified by said ordinance numbered 
No. 67 was duly and regularly submitted to 
the qualified voters of said City of South San 
Francisco in all respects as required by law, 
and the provisions of said ordinance calling 
said special election; and. 

Whereas, at said special election more than 
two-thirds (2-3) of the qualified voters of said 
City of South San F'rancisco voting at said 
special election, voted in favor of said propo¬ 
sition submitted to them, and accepted the same, 
and thereby authorized the issue of bonds for 
such indebtedness as provided by said ordinance 
and by law; and, 

Whereas, all the votes cast at said spe¬ 
cial election were duly and properly cast and 
counted, and the returns thereof duly certified, 
made, canvassed and declared; and 

Whereas, the whole number of votes cast 
and the whole number of voters voting at 
said special election was three hundred and 
three (303), of which number two hundred 
and fifty-five (255) voters voting and two hun¬ 
dred and fifty-five (255) votes were cast and 
given for and in favor of said proposition and 
accepting the same, said proposition being to 
incur a bonded indebtedness of Sixty-two Thou¬ 
sand Dollars ($62,000.00) in Gold Coin of the 
United States of America, for the object and 
purpose of acquiring, constructing and com¬ 
pleting by the City of South San Francisco, a 
municipal corporation, a system of sewers, in¬ 
cluding an outfall sewer, and acquiring the 
necessary rights of way for said outfall sewer, 
and forty-eight (48) voters voting and forty- 
eight (48) votes were cast and given against 
said proposition and rejecting the same; and 

Whereas, said proposition having been duly 
accepted by the qualified voters of said City 


of South San F'rancisco, and said City of 
South San F’rancisco has been, and is now, au- 
thorized and empowered to incur the aforesaid 
bonded indebtedness and the whole thereof; 
and 

Whereas, it is provided in said ordinance 
numbered No. 67 that, if at said special elec¬ 
tion two-thirds (2-3) of all the voters voting 
at such special election voted in favor of in¬

pay one thirty-first (1 -31) part of the whole 
amount of said indebtedness each and every 
year and sufficient to pay the whole amount 
of the principal anil interest of said indebted¬ 
ness on or before maturity; and the said 
Board of Trustees hereby makes provision for 
the levying and collecting of all sums that 
shall or may he necessary to pay in full all 
of the interest and principal of said bonded 
indebtedness as the same shall fall due, and 
1 hereby contracts and agrees, represents and 
promises, that such levy shall tie made, ns 
aforesaid, in case the said bonds shall be is¬ 
sued, as aforesaid, and so far as this Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, acting in and for the City of South 
San F'rancisco has power now to make the 
said levy, do hereby make the same. 

And the said Board of 'Trustees do fur-, 
tlicr ordain that there shall be, and it is 
hereby provided that a sinking fund is to be 
kept by the Treasurer of said City of South 
San F'rancisco and to be designated as the 
“Sinking Fund for the Payment of the Mu¬ 
nicipal improvement Sewer Bonds” and that 
the proceeds of the levy above mentioned shall 
he paid into said sinking fund as soon as the 
same shall be collected and shall remain in 
said sinking fund until required for the re¬ 
spective payments of principal and interest to 
he made upon such bonds; and that when tlie 
respective payments of the principal and in¬ 
terest of said bonds shall fall due, the Treas¬ 
urer of said City of South San Francisco be, 
and he is hereby authorized, directed and 
commanded to pay out of the moneys of said 
sinking fund the said respective amounts 
thereof, when demand shall be made therefor, 
as by law required, and upon the surrender 
of the corresponding bonds and the cou¬ 
pons to the said City Treasurer of the City 
of South San Francisco, and it shall no 
the duty of the Treasurer of said City of 
South San Francisco to cancel the same im¬ 
mediately after their payment; 

And its is further ordained, represi nted. 
promised and agteed that none of the 111 mevs 
naid into said sinking fund shall be used for 
anv other purpose than the payment of the 
principal of said indebtedness and the interest 
thereon until the whole amount of said in¬ 
debtedness and the interest shall have been 
fully paid: and that each and every one ot 
the conditions and provisions stated and pro¬ 
vided in relation to the said bonds by said 
ordinance calling said election and by the 
laws of the State of California, shall be com¬ 
plied with. 

Section 3. And it is hereby further ordain¬ 
ed and ordered that the said bonds be print¬ 
ed or lithographed and the Clerk of this 
Board he, and he is hereby authorized and 
directed to have said bonds properly printed 
or lithographed and that when the same are 
properly printed or lithographed, said bonds 
shall then be duly signed by the President 
of the Board of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco, and signed hy the Treasurer 
of the City of South San Francisco, and also 
countersigned by the Clerk of the City of 
South San Francisco, as hereinbefore stated, 
and that in lieu of actual signing of the^ cou¬ 
pons by the Treasurer of the City of South 
San Francisco, that the name of said Treas¬ 
urer of the City of South San Francisco he 
printed or lithographed upon said coupons to 
lie attached to each of said bonds, and that 
said printing and lithographing shall he taken 
to be the act and deed of the Treasurer of 
the City of South San Francisco thereto. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall he published 
once a week for two (2) weeks in “The En¬ 
terprise,” a weekly newspaper of general cir¬ 
culation printed, published and circulated one 
(1) day a week in the City of South San 
Francisco. 

Section 5. All ordinances and parts of or¬ 
dinances in conflict herewith are hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 6. This ordinance shall go into ef¬ 
fect a”d be in full force and effect after thirty 
(10) days from and after its final passage, 
adoption and approval.

Pepita turned away, with a sigh, say¬ 
ing to herself: “The world is too con¬ 
temptible for him to live in. He is so [ 
honorable himself that he can’t realize 
the dishonor of others." 

When the uprising was completed 
and President Diaz was leaving Mexi¬ 
co. Coral went over publicly to the side 
he had been secretly fostering and be¬ 
came one of the chief beneficiaries of 
the Madero government. His friend 
Cusio was surprised at this, but Corai 
convinced him that he was simply do¬ 
ing his duty, as it was the duty of aii 
good men to support the existing gov¬ 
ernment. Mexico was in n transitioa 
state, and her more influential citizens 
must do what they could to prevent 
anarchy.

He arrived on the 
day set for the nuptials and had scarce¬ 
ly entered the city before lie was ar¬ 
rested by order of the Huerta govern¬ 
ment and lodged in jail Soon after 
his arrest he was visited by his bride 
elect. She had with her documents 
proving conclusively that it was through 
him that her husband had been arrest 
ed and murdered under the Mexican 
law that exonerates any one shooting 
a prisoner trying to escape—a pretext. 
under which so many persons were 
murdered at tin* fail of the Madero 
government. What further occurred 
between them is not known. But the 
fact remains that the same evening at 
tlie hour Coral was to have been mar-! 
ried. while being removed to another 
prison, he was shot "while trying to 
escape ” 

Senora Cusio is still a widow, and 
there is no prospect of her again mar¬ 
rying The only occasion of her lenv 
ing her hacienda was when she was 
seeking the evidence by which to 
avenge her husband’s death i^nl to 
meet his murderer.

Summer Whooping Cough. 

In the summer there often comes an 
epidemic of whooping cough. Mother 
notices that her child has a slight 
hacking cough, which becomes more 
frequent and prolonged as the days 
pass and which seems not to respond 
to the usual treatments for colds. The 
paroxysms seem to grow more pro¬ 
nounced at night, and vomiting follows 
a severe spell of coughing. 

Well, if it is whooping cough you 
will have to accept the fact pleasantly 
— and intelligently—and do your best 
for your own child and for every other 
child in the vicinity. 

A child may have many severe cough¬ 
ing spells during the day and yet his 
health be not much impaired. The 
main point is to give nourishment that 
can be retained. This can be done by 
feeding every two hours in small por¬ 
tions rather than giving throe heavy 
meals. A tight bandage around tlie 
abdomen will lessen tlie strain of 
coughing and tend to prevent vomiting. 

In tlie early stages of whooping 
cough relief is given if the mouth be 
sprayed frequently during tlie day 
with a mild antiseptic solution. 

The whooping is heard about three 
weeks after the first signs, and it lnsts 
for about three weeks. The cough 
may remain for some time after the 
typical whoop has gone. 

Disinfection is necessary. Chloride 
of lime or a 5 per cent solution of car¬ 
bolic acid will nt's’-cr all demands. 
Do not neglect to gi\o fresh air—plen¬ 
ty of it during waking and sleeping 
hours. Sunlight must be admitted, and 
protection from bad weather must be 
given. It Is better to have special toys 
that may be burned when the patient 
recovers. 

The chief dangers of whooping cough 
are the results, or tlie “sequela," as 
doctors call them. It is not uncom¬ 
mon for pneumonia to follow this dis¬ 
ease. Tuberculosis is another terrible 
consequence of which parents should 
he especially watchful. It is frequent¬ 
ly established before suspected, and 
through carelessness of parents irrep¬ 
arable damage is done. 

If tlie child coughs for an unreason¬ 
ably prolonged period, be wise In time. 
Have his lungs tested once a week 
and feed them fresh air. Give the 
deadly germs no opportunity to estab¬ 
lish themselves, and, if perchance a 
few are present, battle with them by 
using nature’s weapons—sunlight, air 
and nourishing food. 

A disinfection of the room after re 
cover.v is a safeguard not to be forgot¬ 
ten. Your child contracts the disease 
from some one. Prevent some one’s 
child from taking and passing on the 
danger. 


Educating Father. 

Mary Stewart Cutting in Harper’s 
Bazar writes about “Educating Fa¬ 
ther.” Among the phases of tills proc¬ 
ess which she describes with much 
humor is the following: 

“Father’s salient Idea, of course, 
when Selma graduates, is that now she 
will stay at home and help her mother. 
It makes no difference that mother 
doesn’t want Selma’s help in tin* house 
hold. Her one desire is to have her 
child ‘asked to everything’ and to i><* 
able to see Selma enjoying herself; to 
have the house full of Selma’s young 
friends, arrange for tlie clothes needed 
when she is invited away over a week 
end and smooth over all the difficulties 
that may be in tlie way—to tlie moth 
erly providence over Selma’s youthful 
happiness and hear about it all in tli • 
first glow of Selma’s return from a de 
light fill visit, to lie, as it were, vlcn 
riously, a girl herself again. 

“It is dear and flattering to have 
father sternly insisting that mother 
shall bo considered first. She would 
miss it if he didn’t show that ever 
Jealous regard for her, but It Is dread¬ 
fully hampering as far as tier and Sel 
ma’s plans are concerned. 

“It keeps tier, in perfunctory respect 
for his authority, earnestly impressing 
on the girl how thoughtful and kind 
and generous father Is and how much 
money he lias already spent on her. 
really more than ho can afford, and tlie 
exact reason he doesn’t want, her to go 
to tho party on Saturday, as if youth 
could ever be reasoned out of wanting 
a good time, while all tlie time mother 
knows, and so does Selma, that she is 
going to persuade him to agree to all 
they want.” 

New Ideas For Nursery. 

Mothers are anxious to mnke the 
nursery attractive these days.

At regular 
intervals of twelve inches paste one of 
these animals—a dog, cat, squirrel, 
kangaroo or any kind of bird. All 
these must be cut out of wtiite paper, 
though a little variety is afforded by 
giving yellow bills and red feet to the 
chickens. 

Tlie walls above and below this 
frieze of white animals may be painted 
in tan color and so serve as a restful 
background to tlie decorations. 

The bird motif in the brilliant colors 
of every gay hued parrot, robin red¬ 
breast, bird of paradise, etc., is also 
highly effective on a background of 
gray cartridge paper and invariably 
pleases a nursery of children.

A quite audible giggle came from nno 
or two members of tiie congregation, 
and, quite ignorant of tlie cause of ills 
hearers’ amusement, the curate gazed 
at them in shocked surprise. Then, 
fearing that there might be something 
amiss with his surplice, lie tried to ex¬ 
amine himself Finding nothing amiss, 
he looked sternly sit the congregation 
and repeated ids text in a loud, clear 
voice:

SERVIA DECLARES WAR 
ON. FORMER ALLY 

Statement Made That Contlict 

With Bulgaria Has Begun 

— 

The Balkan was having been regu¬ 
larized by formal declarations, it is 
understood that the powers will make 
. no attempt to mediate. The Official 
Gazette at Belgrade has published no¬ 
tice of a formal declaration of . war 
against Bulgaria. 

Official dispatches claim a great vic¬ 
tory at Rolran, where the Bulgarians 
recently re-enforced, were in superior 
strength to the Greeks. The latter as¬ 
sert that a whoF livision of Bulga- 
: rians was destroyed, and that the Bul¬ 
garians fled in such confusion that 
they even left loaded guns behind. 

This victory is considered of great 
■ importance because Doiran was the 
! Bulgarian victualing center and all the 
provisions fell into the hands of the 
Greeks. 

It is reported from Sofia that the 
Tenth Bulgarian Division which re¬ 
enforced General Ivanoc was brought 
from the Tchatalja district. This 
would indicate compliance with Tur- 
I key’s demand that the Bulgarians 
j evacuate Turkish territory. 

The Bulgarians are taking the of- 
! fensive against Nish, according to an- 
j nouncement from Sofia. 

The Turkish government decided to 
occupy with its armed forces al] the 
territory within the Enes-Midia line 
running from the Aegean sea to the 
Black sea which had been virtually 
decided upon as the future boundary 
line between Bulgaria and Turkey, ac¬ 
cording to a Constantinople telegram. 

Father Michel, superior of the 
French Catholic Mission at Kilkish, 
confirms reports of massacres commit¬ 
ted in that district by Bulgarian ir¬ 
regulars. In one instance, they burned 
to death 700 men belonging to Kurkut 
by imprisoning them in a mosque un¬ 
der which they exploded bombs, set¬ 
ting the building on fire. They had 
previously assembled the victims’ 
wives and daughters to witness the 
spectacle. 

Even more terrible scenes were en¬ 
acted at Kilkish, Planitza and Ra.v- 
novo, women also being burned to 
death. 

The London Daily Express pub¬ 
lishes the rumor that Turkey has 
made an offer to Servia and Greece to 
establish an alliance against Bulgaria. 

The Bucharest correspondent says 
a member of the government is au- 
J thority for the statement that war be- 
| tween Bulgaria and Roumania is in¬ 
evitable. The mobilization of the Rou¬ 
manian army will soon be completed, 
it is said. Roumania intends to fight 
in order to prevent Bulgaria from 
crushing Servia and Greece.

The Woman’s 
Republic flag was raised on the highest 
peak of the 23,000-acre Henry ranch, 
and the presentation of the deeds with 
title in fee simple of the ranch and 
everything on it, including live stock, 
machinery, $15,000 home and buildings, 
was made by Mr. Henry to Mabel 
Lewis, vice president of the colony 
holding company. The flag raising 
was a semi-historical event because of 
the industrial and colony proposition, 
which means the coming to this county 
of thousands of new home owners. 

A. L. Levinsky, a Stockton attorney, 
has received a genuine gold brick from 
the old original Amador mine located 
in Amador county. The mine is owned 
largely by Stockton and Oakland peo¬ 
ple. This brick is 3% by 1% by 7 
| inches in size and Is worth $0500. It 
is the result of a clean-up that has 
been made during the past two weeks 
in the old shaft. The original Amador 
mine has been operated for three and 
a half years, after laying idle for thirty 
years. In the period since its re-open- 
ing a quarter of a million dollars have 
been taken from it and the stockhold¬ 
ers, principally Oakland people, are 
greatly elated. The brick will be de¬ 
livered to the Mint in San Francisco 
by Levinsky or an agent. 

Swept from west to east by a wind 
that fanned every smouldering blaze, 
the fire raging on Tamalpais engulfed 
the mountain in a seething mass of 
flames and the towns of Mill Valley, 
Larkspur, Kentfield, Fscalle and Corte 
Madera were in imminent danger of 
being burned off the map.

been burned to date. 


Bacheloi* criminals outnumber the 
married ones in New York in the ratio 
of nearly three to one, as is shown in 
the annual report of the chief clerk of 
the District Attorney's office.

JAPANESE COMING TO 
DISPEL HOSTILITY 


There Are No Sinister Motives 
in California 


Efforts to bring about a more 
friendly attitude toward the Japanese 
in California will be made in San 
Francisco in the course of the next 
three weeks by Baron Juichi Soyeda 
and T. Kamiya, who have come to 
this country to study American senti- 
! ment toward the Japanese. These 
two men, who have spent several 
weeks in New York anil Washington, 
will be in San Francisco within ten 
days, and their chief mission there 
will be to dispel the idea that Japan 
is inclined to war with this country, 
and that the Japanese have a sinister 
motive in California. 

An attempt will he made to have the 
leaders of the various warring fac¬ 
tions in California meet both Soyeda 
and Kamiya in San Francisco, and to 
discuss with them the causes of the 
hostility in California that have 
threatened trouble between this coun¬ 
try and Japan. If the plans of the 
Japanese are carried out, it is likely 
that a big dinner will be held in San 
Francisco a few days before the two 
men sail from that city for Japan. At 
that gathering Soyeda and Kamiya 
will outline to Californians the atti¬ 
tude of Japan to this country, espe¬ 
cially the views on the California alien 
land question. 

While the two men deny they are 
representatives of the Government, 
they undoubtedly will report to their 
Government when they return what 
they have learned concerning the sen¬ 
timent toward Japanese throughout 
this country. 


HAREM TROUSERS THE LATEST
